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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . A preliminary examination of this application reveals that it includes terminology that is 
so different from that which is generally accepted in the art to which this invention pertains that a 
proper search of the prior art cannot be made. For example: It is not clear what is meant by a 
lever gear or coupling gear. The term "gear" is understood to mean a toothed wheel designed to 
mesh with another toothed wheel or rack. 

Applicant is required to provide a clarification of these matters or correlation with 
art-accepted terminology so that a proper comparison with the prior art can be made. Applicant 
should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure (i.e., matter which is not 
supported by the disclosure as originally filed).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

3. With respect to claim 1, it is not clear what is meant by a lever gear or coupling gear. 
The term "gear" is understood to mean a toothed wheel designed to mesh with another toothed 
wheel or rack. The drawings do not appear to show any gear as is presently understood. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 9, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Japanese patent to Hayashi et al. (10-278744). 

6. The patent to Hayashi et al discloses a drive for a wiper system having a wiper motor 9 
which, via a crank 10 and a joint rod 5 drives a drive lever 7 of a lever gear with a four bar 
(3,6,7,8) wiper lever 3, characterized in that a coupling rod 11 is pivotally connected to the crank 
and is connected in articulated fashion to a guide rod 4 pivotally supported on a vehicle body at 
4a, and the thus formed coupling gear is connected to the drive lever via the joint rod. With 
respect to claim 9, as can be seen in figure 1, 4a constitutes a bearing point connected to a 
mounting plate of the car. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-8 and 10-17, as best understood, would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The patents to Ishikawa, Isii et al., Egner- Walter et al. and Japanese patent to Hayashi 
( 1 0-258707) show the current state of the art.
